chances of peace 
have undoubtedly 
been improved by 
President Roose­ 
velt's 
action 
in stepping 
Into 
the 
breach in a last heroic endeavor to 
induce the warring countries to com­ 
promise their “irreconciliable differ­ 
ences,” but. the result is still in doubt. 
The ultim ate decision of the issue 
has defacto if not dejure passed from 
the plenipotentiaries 
to their prin­ 
cipals, from Portsmouth to St. Peters­ 
burg, and perhaps in a lesser extent 
to Tokio. 
Although 
there art 
col­ 
lateral evidences that pressure both 
by President Roosevelt 
and neutral 
powers, including Jap a n ’s ally, Great 
Britain, whose minister, 
Sir Claude 
MacDonald, according to advices re­ 
ceived here, 
had a long 
conference 
Sunday with Mr. Hat sura, the Japa­ 
nese premier, is still boing exerted at 
Tokio to induce 
Japan to moderate 
her demands, there is also reason to 
believe that President Roosevelt was 
able at his interview with Baron de 
Rosen to practically communicate to 
the la tte r? senior, M. W itte, Japan's 
in* ducible minimum—what she would 
yield, hut the point beyond which she 
v/on Id not go. 
W hether an actual 
basis of com- 
premise was proposed by' the presi­ 
dent cannot be stated definitely. The 
only thing that can be affirmed posi­ 
tively is that if Russia refuses to act 
upon the suggestion or proposition of 
President Roosevelt the 
peace con­ 
ference will end in failure. 


Little Encouragement Given. 


And in the Russian cam]) little en­ 
couragement is given. 
Baron de Ro­ 
sen real bed here after 
an all-night 
ride I rom Oyster Bay, shortly before 
noon Sunday and immediately went 
into conference with M. Witte. They* 
remained 
closeted 
together for 
al­ 
most three hours, during which the 
whole situation was reviewed. 
Baron 
de Rosen communicated to his chief 
the president's message 
and it was 
transm itted to the emperor, together 
with M. W itte’s recommendation. 
No 
clue to the nature of this recommen­ 
dation has transpired. 
But it can he 
stated that M. Witte, no m atter how 
he personally may view the proposi­ 
tion, is distinctly pessimistic as to the 
character of the response which will 
come from St. Petersburg. 
To a confidential friend Sunday he 
offered little hope of a change in the 
situation. 
The Japanese, it is firmly believed, 
cling to the substance if not the form 
of their demand for remuneration for 
•“the cest - o f -The war.” 
Perhaps 
they 
are willing 
to de­ 
crease the sum asked, but substantial 
compensation under w hatever guise 
it 
is obtained, 
they 
decline to 
re­ 
linquish. 
And they are also firm up­ 
on the cession of Sakhalin. 
By the 
transfer of the southern branch of the 
Chinese 
Eastern 
railway 
first 
to 
Japan 
for reliquishment to 
China, 
payment for the m aintenance of the 
Russian prisoners, and the surrender 
of the Russian warships, it is possible 
to figure out a total transfer to Japan 
in money and property of about $250, 
OOO,OOO. 
But this is the limit. 


Japanese Very Reticent. 
The Japanese, as 
usual, are very 
reticent and it is impossible to obtain 
from them the least 
indication of 
their view of the change in the situa­ 
tion produced by the president’s ac­ 
tion. 
It 
is taken for 
granted that 
the 
president's appeal was made to Japan 
as well as to Russia, but the Japa­ 
nese side of the negotiations looking 
to a compromise is almost completely 
in 
the 
dark. 
It 
is assumed 
that 
Baron Rancho was able to explain the 
Japanese views to the president. 
If 
the president is successful with Rus­ 
sia it may be that he must then turn 
to Japan, 
That would be the natural 
course if lie has suggested to Russia 
what he regards as a fair compromise 
and hns undertaken, if Russia accepts, 
to use his influence to induce Japan 
to accept. 
But 
it is now 
probable 
that he was able to assure M. W itte 
In advance of Jap an ’s agreement to 
accept. 
Nevertheless, 
Mr. 
Takahira 
Sunday 
spoke 
as if he 
might 
be 
called to Oyster Bay. 
He would only 
say positively that he had as yet re­ 
ceived no summons. 
The Japanese view of the situation 
is authoritatively but rather humor­ 
ously stated thus: 
‘‘The result will be known soon. It 
is useless to speculate. 
As well for 
the physician to give his opinion of 
the sex of the unborn infant. 
When 


the child is born we will be able to 
tell whether ii is a boy or a girl.” 
Emperor Nicholas' 
derision, upon 
which 
the fate 
of the 
conference 
seems now to hang, will. according to 
the best informed 
Russians, depend 
upon conditions at 
home and these 
conditions they do not 
believe are 
propitious. 
The two big factors are 
the internal 
conditions and 
the re­ 
ports from the front as to the military 
situation. 
The 
former 
has 
been 
ameliorated by last Saturday’s m ani­ 
festo and the character of the reports 
received by his majesty 
from Man­ 
churia are known to be good. 
General 
Limn itch has 
expressed 
absolute 
confidence 
in victory 
and 
since the conference began he and 
his generals have not only reassured 
his majesty that the army was never 
in better 
condition, but they 
have 
sent messages to M. W itte imploring 
him not to make peace. They demand 
an opportunity' to retrieve the “honor 
and prestige” of the army and in a 
country where the army is the bul­ 
wark o f the government 
the wishes 
n: its generals are not lightly to be 
disregarded by their sovereign. 
Not only to make peace but to pay 
tribute to the enemy would therefore 
be a very' difficult task for the em­ 
peror, notwithstanding his love and 
desire for peace. 
The issue will not necessarily' be 
feclded 
on Tuesday. 
Indeed, 
it is 
ipiite likely * 
there may be some 
delay' in Ute answer from St. Peters­ 
burg, in which case an excuse will be 
found to ad. i urn 
the meeting over 
from day to day. 
The Japanese will 
not be impatient, 
but the 
final de­ 
cision will without doubt come this 
week.

PLAN OF ROOSEVELT 


P R E S ID E N T PROPOSES T H A T A R ­ 


B IT R A T IO N BE IN V O K E D TO 


END DEADLOCK. 


Portsmouth, N. IL, 
Aug. 21.—The 
Associated Press is able to announce 
that the feature of the proposition of 
President 
Roosevelt, 
communicated 
through Baron Rosen to M. W itte and 
transm itted by the latter to Emperor 
Nicholas, was based upon the princi­ 
ple of arbitration. 
W hether the pro­ 
posal contemplates arbitration upon 
all articles upon which the plenipo­ 
tentiaries have failed to agree or only 
upon the question of indemnity can­ 
not be stated with positiveness, but it 
is more than probable that it relates 
only to indemnity or to indemnity and 
the cession of the island of Sakhalin. 
Neither is it possible to say whether 
Hie president has yet m ade a similar 
propositicn to Japan. 
The customary' 
diplomatic proceedings iii such a case 
would be to submit the proposal sim­ 
ultaneously 
to both countries, 
but 
there might be an advantage in secur­ 
ing the adherence of one before sub­ 
mitting it to the other. 
To Emperor 
Nicholas, the author 
of The Hague 
peace conference, the suggestion of 
arbitration, which will necessarily im­ 
mediately command the sympathy of 
the public opinion of the world, will 
be particularly hard to reject. 
If he 
shall agree, Japan, if she has not al­ 
ready done so, will 
be all the more 
bound to submit her claims to the de­ 
cision of an impartial arbitrator. Ac­ 
ceptance by both sides would involve. 
a great extension of the principle of 
arbitration, as nations 
have hereto­ 
fore declined to arbitrate questions in­ 
volving their honor and dignity. 
Both Mr. Takahira and M. Witte, In 
the earlier stages of the conference, 
absolutely rejected the idea of arbi­ 
tration 
and only Saturday 
both re 
iterated their disbelief in such a solu­ 
tion. 
It was noticed, 
however, that M. 
W itte’s opinion was not expressed as 
strongly as it was last week.

Unchanged Regarding Final Reply to 
Japan. 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 21.—Russia’s 
official attitude regarding tile final re­ 
ply to be made lo Japan on Tuesday 
is 
unchanged. 
The impression 
pre­ 
vails, as heretofore, that only a very 
great concession on the part of Japan 
on the question of indemnity and the 
cession of Sakhalin will make peac> 
possible. 
The Questions pertaining to the lim­ 
itation of R ussia’s naval power and 
the surrender of her 
Interned w ar­ 
ships are considered here to be quit*1 
susceptible 
of satisfactory 
arrange­ 
ment and not liable to cause serious 
trouble. 
An interesting development 
of Sunday was the statem ent from tin* 
very' best authority' th a t the foreign 
office does not believe that Aug. 22 
will necessarily see th e conclusion at 
Portsmouth 
of the conference, 
but. 
that there will be further e x c h a n g e s 
between the plenipotentiaries lasting 
two and perhaps three days. 
In some 
quarters this is taken as a sign that 
there is still hope for a settlement on 
a basis of concessions 
by the Japa­ 
nese. 
M. W itte’s full 
reports are being 
submitted through th e foreign office 
to the emperor. 
T here has been no 
meeting of the grand dukes to con­

London, Aug. 21.—Lord Curzon of 
Kedlestou, viceroy 
of India, has re­ 
signed. 
His 
resignation has 
been 
communicated to King Edward. 
The resignation of Lord Ctirzon as 
viceroy of India and the appointment 
of the Earl of Minto as his successor, 
was announced at the 
Indian office 
Sunday night. 
According to the 
correspondence, 
which 
is issued in 
the form 
of a 
White Book, it appears that Lord Cur- 
zon s resignation was cabled to that 
office on Aug. 
12. 
The correspond- 
ence shows a decidedly bitter feeling 
between Lord Curzon. the Indian of­ 
fice, and Lord Kitchener, commander- 
in-chief of the forces in India, over 
the new plan of army administration 
in India. 
Lord C u m in s dissatisfac­ 
tion came to a head with the refusal 
of the cabinet to appoint Major Gen­ 
eral Sir Edmund Barrow, on Lord Cur- 
zon's recommendation, military supply 
member of the council. 
Replying on Aug. 2 to the refusal of 
Mr. Brodrh k, sec retary of state for 
India, to make this appointment. Lord 
Curzon requests that the government 
reconsider 
its decision, 
which Mr. 
Bi od t ic k again 
refused to do, 
and 
Lord Curzon said that ‘’the situation, 
therefore, remains where it was when 
I resigned 
in June. 
If the 
govern­ 
ment is unable to accept by views I 
request the premier to place my resig­ 
nation in the hands of bis majesty."

In tile California building at the Lewis 
and Clark exposition in Portland is a 
model of Hie famous Laguna irriga­ 
tion dam near Yuma, Ariz., from which 
may be obtained a clear idea as to the 
working of tiffs enormous irrigation 
system. The model, which is m ade of 
plaster, sand and small rock, mounted 
on a board 31** by 7 feet, is the work of 
John It. Prince of the Los Angeles 
staff of the United States geological 
survey. 
Laguna dam, the first and most near­ 
ly completed of tile several important 
irrigation projects undertaken by the 
United States government, is being 
built in tile foothills of tile Sierra 
Madre mountains iii southern Cali­ 
fornia at n point ten miles northeast 
of Yuma in a cut* of the hills where 
the Colorado river attains its greatest 
width.
